CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE II 


The general purpose of the corporation 
shall be the promotion of historical study, re- 
search and education in the history of the 
City of East Chicago, Indiana and the State 
of Indiana; the collection, collation, preserva- 
tion and publication of historical facts per- 
taining to the City of East Chicago, Indiana 
and the State of Indiana; the dissemination 
of historical information by means of pro- 
grams, special newspaper articles; coopera- 
tion with the East Chicago Public Library in 
the upbuilding of separate East Chicago and 
State of Indiana history sections; establish- 
ment of an East Chicago Historical Museum 
and the marking of historical places of inter- 
est in East Chicago. 


The East Chicago Historical Society co- 
operates with other institutions of ithe com- 
munity, including the schools, colleges, muni- 
cipal government, churches, industries, and 
civic organizations in seeking a wider under- 
standing of and deeper loyalty to our Ameri- 
can heritage and the contributions which have 
been made to it by people who have settled 
and worked here.
